Early cabbage has been grown suc­ 
cessfully in a number of gardens and 
small patches for home use and the 
experience of those who have grown 
cabbage indicates that there may be 
an opportunity to develop this crop 
commercially, especially on the san­ 
dy, loam types of soil suitable 
for 
garden crops. 
There are a 
number 
of 
farm ers 
who are interesting 
themselves 
in 
early cabbage, and we are glad to en­ 
courage the movement on the basis 
of a trial field of one or two acres on 
several different farms.

ATTENDANCE GOOD AT 
FARMERS MEETING 


The crop outlook meeting conduct­ 
ed by the Extension Division of the 
Missouri College of 
Agriculture 
at 
New Madrid, Wednesday, was widely 
attended 
by leading 
farmers 
and 
business men from the 
counties 
of 
New Madrid, Scott, Mississippi, Stod­ 
dard, Pemiscot and Dunklin. 
The meeting was held in the New 
Madrid Court House, some 200 peo­ 
ple being present during the day. R. 
R. Thomason, assistant professor of 
the Extension Department, presided 
over the 
gathering. 
Accompanying 
him were H. C. Hensley, 
Marketing 
Specialist; E. A. Logan, State Agri­ 
culturalist Statistician, and Frederick 
Dunlap, State Forester. 
The most important thing of 
the 
entire meeting and the point towards 
which everything turned was 
this, 
that the farm er must recognize farm ­ 
ing is the greatest business on earth 
and must farm upon a business-like 
basis. 
Mr. Thomason illustrated this 
point in a very striking manner. Dur­ 
ing the war, he stated, the price 
of 
farm products, like the price of ev­ 
erything else rose to 
an 
abnormal 
height. 
To 
meet 
the 
demand for 
munitions, the Du Pont powder works 
built factory after factory and when 
the war ended, the demand fell off to 
such a point that only a few of the 
many plants were needed to supply 
the needs. 
With this the case, 
the 
Du Pont people converted their fac­ 
tories into Duco paint factories and 
artificial ivory 
plants. 
The 
same 
thing was true 
of 
the 
Remington 
Arms Co. 
When the war ended they 
developed the Remington Cash Regis­ 
ter and 
Remington 
Hardware 
to 
utilize 
their 
factories. 
And 
many 
other industries so adapted themselv­ 
es. 
But the farm er has 
failed 
to 
adapt himself, Mr. Thomason point­ 
ed out. He is continuing to flood the 
market with products for which the 
demand has already 
been 
supplied 
with a consequent lowering of price. 
Every business, he continued, mak­ 
es a careful survey of 
the 
market 
conditions for the coming year before 
planning his product and the farm ­ 
er has come to the point 
where 
he 
must do the same if he is to succeed. 
The average farm er fails to look 
before he leaps, it was declared. 
In 
planning a crop, he fails to consider 
what the market price will 
be 
for 
that product at the time he is ready 
to sell it, but only looks at the pres­ 
ent market price. 
By way of 
illus­ 
tration, the potato crop was taken. A 
farm er will look at the price of pota­ 
toes, discover that it is well up and 
promptly plunge headlong into 
the 
potato 
growing 
game. 
And 
the 
chances are that thousands of other 
farmers, attracted as he is 
by 
the 
high price, plunge in potatoes; con­ 
sequently, the price that year falls 
to a point where no profit is realized. 
Having lost, the farm er decides that 
he hasn’t any business 
as 
a potato 
grower and so he gets 
out 
of 
the 
game just as thousands like him do. 
So that next year, there is a shortage 
of potatoes and the 
price is 
again 
high. 
A careful survey of the price 
of potatoes, and the number of bush­ 
els grown, shows 
that every 
other 
year is a good potato year due to the 
jumping in and jumping out of 
the 
farmer. 
What was true in the case of po­ 
tatoes was also shown to be true of 
other crops and hogs and cattle sim­ 
ply revealing the fact that the farm ­ 
er has not been looking ahead 
and 
planning his crop to meet the condi­ 
tions which will be 
existent 
when 
that crop is ready for the market. 
In relation to this general discuss­ 
ion of the 
crop 
outlook 
and 
the 
method of planning ahead, a number 
of individual crops were taken and 
surveyed; corn, 
wheat 
and 
cotton. 
The outlook for cotton 
is very 
un­ 
promising, the survey shows. 
Figur­ 
ing the reduction in at-reage this year 
to be 15 per cent, approximately 13 
million bales of cotton will be 
pro­ 
duced which, with the eight millions 
carried over from 
this 
year, 
will 
place some 20 millions on the market 
wath a resultant price of 13c a pound. 
Farmers were also warned against 
plunging too heavily in hogs at thte 
time. 
All indications are that 
the 
market will hold up at a good figure 
for the next year, but, that follow­ 
ing that, a drop can be expected due 
to 
the 
increased 
number 
of hogs 
which will be ready for the market 
at that time. It was stated, however, 
that even at the present high prices, 
it would profit every farmer to buy 
a brood sow and raise at least suffi­ 
cient hogs to furnish 
meat for 
the 
family. 
Several other crops were also dis­ 
cussed, among them, truck products

Having promised to 
tell 
you 
of 
our plans down here in the way 
of 
diversification, I will begin by saying 
that Pemiscot County is in sympathy 
with the “less cotton and more money 
movement” and Caruthersville has a 
canning factory to back it up. 
But for our own endeavors on the 
Dorroh plantation, 
we have worked 
out a program that I think will 
ap 
peal to the better class of 
tenants. 
Besides cotton, we are to grow corn, 
sweet clover, alfalfa, soybeans, peas, 
Irish and sweet potatoes and plenty 
of vegetables. 
Each tenant will 
be 
given a nice brood sow, 
bred to 
a 
registered male, and for the care of 
this sow, he is to receive a share 
of 
the increase, 
thereby 
getting 
his 
meat and lard to run on. 
He will al­ 
so 
be 
required 
to keep 
chickens 
which, with plenty of corn, hay and 
vegetables, should materially reduce 
the living expenses of the 
tenants, 
enabling them to pay all their cotton 
money and a portion of 
the 
other 
crop money on their debts. An hon­ 
est share-cropper wants to pay 
his 
debts the same as any other honest 
man and given a chance, the most of 
the share-croppers will do it. 
Kudzu will occupy 
an 
important 
place in our 
program. 
Blueberries, 
too, will receive considerable 
atten­ 
tion. 
Perhaps I should say in regard 
to blueberries, that 
they 
have 
not 
been grown here before, as far as I 
know, but they are the queen of all 
berries and will yield from $500 
to 
$1000 per acre, annually once 
they 
are established and the life 
of 
the 
plant is many years. They grow and 
thrive on wet land and 
fortunately, 
we have a few acres of wet land. 
It 
is a good 
combination 
crop 
with 
Kudzu since Kudzu will grow only on 
well drained land. The two crops will 
be carefully cared for 
in 
order 
to 
bring them to market as early as pos­ 
sible. 
Then as an experiment, 
we 
will 
grow some Dasheens, a Chinese plant 
related to the Irish potato. 
It 
has 
the advantage of being immune 
to 
the potato beetle or any other enemy, 
so far as is 
known. 
The 
program 
for the farm when worked out 
will 
also include rye to be sown in the cot­ 
ton this fall. 
This will provide feed 
for the stock, thereby materially re­ 
ducing the feed bill, and bringing the 
stock out in better shape for the next 
year’s work. 
This rye will be plow 
ed under for plant food later in 
the 
spring and in the wnnter when eggs 
are high, the tenants will graze their 
hens on the rye and get the full ben 
efit on the high prices for eggs. 
These are our plans 
and 
we be­ 
lieve that they will pay both 
tenant 
and landlord, 
creating 
a 
healthier 
business activity as well, making all 
concerned happier. 
The few 
extra 
dollars in the tenants’ pockets 
will 
brighten the eyes of the wife and add 
laughter to their children as 
they 
hie away to school 
with 
well filled 
lunch baskets. 
We believe this to be 
not only a good business 
program, 
but also a move towards the creation 
of a better farm citizenship.

Acata is well adapted to medium tex- 
tured soils of moderate fertility such 
as predominate on the sand 
ridges 
and Sikeston ridge, and is especially 
adapted to the poorer phases of san 
dy soil. 
Trice and Wannamaker-Cleveland, 
being short staple 
varieties, 
were 
inferior when compared on the basis 
of money value of lint produced per 
acre. The value of the extreme earli­ 
ness of Trice, however, 
cannot 
be 
shown in the figures on value 
per 
acre as here reported. 
Mr. King explained that the mon­ 
ey value of lint was calculated on the

Serve with a sweet sauce. 
Cranberry Pudding.—Put a quart of 
berries on to stew with sufficient wa­ 
ter, drop small spoonfuls of batter 
over the berries and when they be­ 
gin to boil cover and steam twenty 
minutes.

Upon one other occasion he sat In 
his cabin with several of his fellows. 
Suddenly the pirate leader blew out 
the candle, and drawing his pistols be­ 
gan firing them under the table. One 
of the guests, Israel Hands, his sailing

Paris, February 15.—A new Ger­ 
man offensive is in 
full 
swing 
in 
France. 
This time the soldiers are 
salesmen, the ammunition 
is 
Ger­ 
man-made goods, and the 
objective 
is to capture the French 
markets. 
American 
business 
interests 
are 
much concerned 
over 
the 
German 
economic drive, 
for it is estimated 
that in another two years 
Germany 
will be 
doing 
more 
business 
in 
France than the United States, 
and 
have squeezed out 
many 
American 
products. 
For the year just closed Germany 
has doubled her trade in France, and, 
with the aid of a new and powerful 
weapon—long-term 
credits—she 
is 
expected to more than 
double 
her 
sales in 1927. 
An illuminating 
ex­ 
ample of how German trade is rapid­ 
ly overtaking American 
is contain­ 
ed in total figures for 1926. Germany 
did 4,903,000,006 francs of business 
or an increase of 2,600,000,000 over 
1925, while the United States did 7,- 
903,000,000 
francs—the increase be­ 
ing but 1,500,006.000 francs. 
At the 
present rate, Germany will easily be 
able to exceed the American total in 
two years. 
Another 
disquieting 
factor 
to 
American business in France is the 
new tariff bill, which the government 
has now decided to rush through Par­ 
liament 
by Easter. 
The 
measure 
will 
record a 
general increase 
on 
practically every 
article 
imported 
from the United States and place ad­ 
ditional handicaps on American bus­ 
iness, especially when 
it comes 
to 
competing with 
Germany. 
On 
the 
other hand, Germany 
will probably 
receive the most favored treatment 
by a new commercial agreement, now 
predicted for the end of August, and 
here again German products will en­ 
joy a distinct advantage 
over 
the 
American ones 
Where America has 
favored nation treatment only in 107 
articles, Germany will have it on all 
her goods. 
To obtain similar 
con­ 
cessions, it will 
be 
necessary 
for 
America to negotiate the 
long-dis­ 
cussed 
commercial 
treaty 
with 
France, a situation which is serious­ 
ly complicated 
by 
the 
desire 
of 
France to link any negotiations 
of 
this character with the general debt 
settlement. 
The idea would be 
to 
obtain trade tariff concessions 
such 
as America would like, for more fa­ 
vorable debt terms, but 
the 
State 
Department has steadfastly refused 
to permit the initiation of commer­ 
cial negotiations on this basis. 
Strange as it has seemed to Amer- 
caan and other foreign business men 
in France the French have more or 
less welcomed the German commer­ 
cial drive. Paris and other large cit­ 
ies count dozens of branch offices of 
German firms.

ic. A disease carrier is usually a per 
son who has had the disease and al 


j though he is no longer ill and can go 
about his usual duties, yet 
he har­ 
bors the germs and distributes them 
to others who become ill. 
In addition to he work mentioned 
above, the laboratories also examine 
the brains of animal suspected 
of 
having rabies, or 
hydrophobia, and 
make analysis of the water supplies 
of cities and schools to determine its 
safety for drinking purposes. 
All this work is done for

Since the beginning of the Chris­ 
tian Era less than fifty 
white ele­ 
phants have been captured. 


The first newspaper interview dat­ 
es back to 1859 when the New York 
Herald sent a reporter to see Gerrit j 
Smith, an anti-slavery advocate 
of 
Peterboro, New York, believed to be 
implicated in the John Brown 
raid.1 
His remarks were published in con-1 
versation style. 


As Carter Godwin Wiodson points 
out in his “Free 
Negro 
Heads 
of 
Families in the 
United 
States 
in 
1830”, very few persons realize that 
not only were a large percentage of 
the negroes free before the Civil War 
(one-seventh of them in 1830), but a 
goodly number of these free neroes 
in the South owned slaves 
of 
their 
own. 
Some of them were rich 
and 
the proprietors of vast tracts of land, 
with from ten to two hundred slaves 
on each plantation. 
Woodson shows one negro in Lex­ 
ington, Ky., worth $20,000 in 
1830. 
The richest merchant in Maco, Ga., 
was a free negro. One Thomas Laf- 
on in New Orleans had one-half mill­ 
ion 
in 
real 
estate; 
one 
Cyprian 
Ricard of the same state paid $225,- 
000 for an 
estate with 
ninety-one 
slaves thereon. 
Marie 
Metoyer 
of 
Natchitoches had 2000 acres and fifty 
slaves, and Charles Rogues of

owned 
forty-seven 
slaves. 
Martin Donato of St. Landry 
had 4500 arpents of land and eighty- 
nine slaves and

Jehu Jones was the owner of one of

our plans down here in the way 
of 
diversification, I will begin by saying 
that Pemiscot County is in sympathy 
with the “less cotton and more money 
movement” and Caruthersville has a 
canning factory to back it up. 
But for our own endeavors on the 
Dorroh plantation, 
we have worked 
out a program that I think will 
ap­ 
peal to the better class of 
tenants. 
Besides cotton, wre are to grow corn, 
sweet clover, alfalfa, soybeans, peas, 
Irish and sweet potatoes and plenty 
of vegetables. 
Each tenant will 
be 
given a nice brood sow, 
bred to 
a 
registered male, and for the care of 
this sow», he is to receive a share 
of 
the increase, 
thereby 
getting 
his 
meat and lard to run on. 
He will al­ 
so 
be 
required 
to keep 
chickens 
which, with plenty of corn, hay and 
vegetables, should materially reduce 
the living expenses of 
the 
tenants, 
enabling them to pay all their cotton 
money and a portion of 
the 
other 
crop money on their debts. An hon 
est share-cropper wants to pay 
his 
debts the same as any other honest 
man and given a chance, the most of 
the share-croppers will do it. 
Kudzu will occupy 
an 
important 
place in our 
program. 
Blueberries, 
too, will receive considerable 
atten­ 
tion. 
Perhaps I should say in regard 
to blueberries, that 
they 
have 
not 
been grown here before, as far as I 
know’, but they are the queen of all 
berries and will yield from >500 
to 
$1000 per acre, annually once 
they 
are established and the life 
of 
the 
plant is many years. 
They grow and 
thrive on wet land and 
fortunately, 
we have a fewr acres of wet land. 
It 
is a good 
combination 
crop 
with 
Kudzu since Kudzu will grow only on 
well drained land. The two crops will 
be carefully cared for 
in 
order 
to 
bring them to market as early as pos­ 
sible. 
Then as an experiment, 
we 
will 
grow some Dasheens, a Chinese plant 
related to the Irish potato. 
It 
has 
the advantage of being immune 
to 
the potato beetle or any other enemy 
so far as is 
knowrn. 
The 
program 
for the farm when worked out 
will 
also include rye to be sown in the cot 
ton this fall. 
This will provide feed 
for the stock, thereby materially re 
ducing the feed bill, and bringing the 
stock out in better shape for the next 
year’s work. 
This rye will be plow 
ed under for plant food later in 
the 
spring and in the w’inter when eggs 
are high, the tenants will graze their 
hens on the rye and get the full ben 
efit on the high prices for eggs. 
These are our plans 
and 
we be 
lieve that they will pay both 
tenant 
and landlord, 
creating 
a 
healthier 
business activity as well, making all 
concerned happier. 
The few 
extra 
dollars in the tenants’ pockets 
will 
brighten the eyes of the wife and add 
laughter to their children as 
they 
hie away to school 
with 
well filled 
lunch baskets. 
We believe this to be 
not only a good business 
program 
but also a move towards the creation 
of a better farm citizenship.

FRENCH 
TRADE 
TO 
GERMANY 


Paris, February 15.— A new Ger­ 
man offensive is in 
full 
swing 
in 
France. 
This time the soldiers are 
salesmen, the ammunition 
is 
Ger­ 
man-made goods, and the 
objective 
ia to capture the French 
markets. 
American 
business 
interests 
are 
much concerned 
over 
the 
German 
economic drive, 
for it is estimated 
that in another two years 
Germany 
will be 
doing 
more 
business 
in 
France than the United States, 
and 
have squeezed out 
many 
American 
products. 
For the year just cloAed Germany 
has doubled her trade in France, and, 
with the aid of a new and powerful 
weapon— long-^erm 
credits—she 
is 
expected to more than 
double 
her 
sales in 1927. 
An illuminating 
ex­ 
ample of how German trade is rapid­ 
ly overtaking American 
is contain­ 
ed in total figures for 192R. Germany 
did 4,903,000,000 francs of business 
or an increase of 2.000,000,000 over 
1925, while the United States did 7,- 
903,000,000 
francs—the increase be­ 
ing but 1,500,000.000 francs. 
At the 
present rate, Germany will easily be 
able to exceed the American total in 
two years. 
Another 
disquieting 
factor 
to 
American business in France is the 
new tariff bill, which the government 
has now decided to rush through Par­ 
liament 
by Easter. 
The 
measure 
will 
record a 
general increase 
on 
practically every 
article 
imported 
from the United States and place ad­ 
ditional handicaps on American bus­ 
iness, especially when 
it comes 
to 
competing with 
Germany. 
On 
the 
other hand, Germany 
will probably 
receive the most favored treatment 
by a new commercial agreement, now 
predicted for the end of August, and 
here again German products will en­ 
joy a distinct advantage 
over 
the 
American ones 
Where America has 
favored nation treatment only in 107 
articles, Germany will have it on all 
her goods. 
To obtain similar 
con­ 
cessions, it wdll 
be 
necessary 
for 
America to negotiate the 
long-dis­ 
cussed 
commercial 
treaty 
with 
France, a situation which is serious­ 
ly complicated 
by 
the 
desire 
of 
France to link any negotiations 
of 
this character with the general debt 
settlement. 
The idea would be 
to 
obtain trade tariff concessions 
such 
as America would like, for more fa­ 
vorable debt terms, but 
the 
State 
Department has steadfastly refused 
to permit the initiation of commer­ 
cial negotiations on this basis. 
Strange as it has seemed to Amer- 
caan and other foreign business men 
in France the French have more or 
less welcomed the German commer­ 
cial drive. 
Paris and other large cit­ 
ies count dozens of branch offices of 
German firms.
